GERMANY’S SUBMARINES. 

The publication of bare figures in 
connexion with the destruction of 
‘Admiral von Tirpitz’s submarine 
venture, together with an old in- 
cident or two of this most novel 
phase of the war, have been the 
only light which the British Govern- 
ment has thought fit to vouchsafe 
on the subject. It is in an article 
written by Mr. Mountsier in the 
“New York World,” from data 
obtained during a trip from Con- 
stantinople to Now York via Berlit 
the Hague and London, that new 
disclosures regarding the success of 
the Admiralty’s anti-submarine tac- 
tics have been made. Mr. Mount- 
sier makes the interesting claim 
that fifty-eight enemy submarines 
have been captured or sunk and 
twenty more listed as ‘Probably 
destroyed.” With some of the cap- 
tured boats, British naval men have 
passed through the Skager Rack 
and the Sound to the Baltic to play 
havoc with our enemy's mercantile 
shipping, have sunk at least one 
German warship, have had a hand 
in accounting for several others and 
have driven the rest into the fast- 
nesses of the Kiel Canal and Har- 
bour. There is a wealth of irony 
in the fact that Germany has been 
foiled in a match of her own choos- 
ing, and it seems to promise an 
abundance of wonderful stories of 
pluck and endurance on the part of 
British seamen to be told when the 
need for the present unfathomable 
mystery has disappeared. In any 
event, even accepting the last batch 
of figures issued by the Admiralty, 
accounting for forty-eight enemy 
submarines, it would seem that the 
Lord High Admiral having called 
‘the tune is now paying a piper who 
has filched from him his own in- 
strument. 


“THERE WAS A COW... .”

As a matter 
of fact, trains conveying troope to 
Hindenburg passed quite near to 
the camp and the authorities were 
very well aware that the prisoners 
were perfectly cogniscent of the 
fact that, a great coup was in course 
of preparation.

JAPAN’S INTERNED 
GUNBOATS. 

Relative to a paragraph that has 
already appeared in these columns 
concerning the three interned 
Japanese —_ gunboats Fushima, 
Sumida, and Toba, which, it was 
reported are to be got ready to be 
re-commissioned, it may be stated 
on information received from an 
authoritative source that these 
three river war-craft are expected 
‘to go into dock within a few days. 
The three are now lying on the 
Pootung side at the Japanese Naval 
Jetty. 

‘The Sumida was being overhauled 
at the docks of the New Engineering 
and Shipbuilding Works in 1914 at 
the time Japan entered the war, 
and as it was necessary to intern 
such Japanese warships as could not 
enter the high seas, the Sumida 
and the other two river gunboats 
wero dismantled and detained here. 
Work on the repairs of the Sumida 
was discontinued at that time, but 
it is now understood that not only 
is the work on this vessel to 
resumed at once but that the Toba 
and Fushima are also to be over- 
hauled. 

The authority from whom this in- 
formation is obtained states that 
the Japanese Government secured 
the necessary permission from the 
Peking Government toward the close 
of last year, and it is understood

ALLEGED EMBEZZLEMENT 
BY A SHROFF. 

Last Friday morning at the Mixed

Among the money that the accused 
alleged was stolen from him was an 
account of $152 paid by the Kalee 
Hotel a month before the robbery 
occurred.

THE MEANING OF THE 
RUSSIAN ADVANCE. 


Potrograd, Jan. 13. 

There are reliable indications 
that the Russian operation on the 
southwestern front had a similar 
object to that of the Russian 
advance into East Prussia in 
September 1914, which was under- 
taken with tho purpose to with- 
draw German attention from the 
French Front. 

The fact that the Russian of- 
fensive in Galicia and Bukovina hae 
ceased for the moment is un- 
doubtedly due to the attainment of 
the object of the operations, which 
must be sought outside the actual 
scone of the fighting. 

Besides upsetting the plans of 
the German General Staff by caus- 
ing the withdrawal of considerable 
Austro-German forces from the 
French and Balkan theatres, the 
Russian diversion has undoubtedly 
influencd Rumania and also ne 
Balkan theatre, which 
likely to become the centre of im 
portant operations in view of the 
probable transfer of the British and 
French forces from the Dardanelles 
to this front 

Russian military critics consider 
the withdrawal from Gallipoli of 
the forces of the Allies aa being due 
to the fact that events in the 
Balkans have created a more 
fective and quicker way to attain 

their ultimate object to reach 
Constantinople. These critics ex- 
press highest praise for the 
splendid manner in which the re- 
embarkation of the forces at Gal- 
ipoli was carried out and an as- 
surance that this alteration in plane 
will improvo the military situation 
for the Allies. 

Petrograd, Jan. 13.

All six boats were tied together 
and remained so for the next three 
days, battling with a mountainous 
sea, Bach man received a ration of 
half a biscuit and half « dipper of 
water twice daily. 

On the ind, owing to the very 
heavy sea, two of the boats parted 
and were not seen again. 

‘The men, at first, were cheerful, 

but exposure and hardship told oa 
the lascars. 
On the 4th, the Osptsin’s boat, in 
which already two men had died, 
broke loose and drifted sway from 
the remaining boats. 

Half-filled with water, its oc- 
cupants half-dead with’ exposure 
‘and starvation, the boat drifted 
helplesaly for three more long days 
and nights. The sea never abated. 
One after another eleven more of 
the Iasosrs died. The survivors, 
numbering only twenty-four, in a 
state of uttter collapse, were 
picked wp on the 7th, after eight 
days of misery and agony.

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THE MUNICIPAL

'This year, as last, a German is 
offering himself for election to the 
Municipal Council, Mr. C. Ste- 
pharius, a well known resident, 
whom many Britons would feel 
inclined to support were their 
country aud his enjoying the peace 
that was broken in August 1914. 
As they are not, Britons must see 
‘to it that Mr. Stepharias does 
not get elected. We doubt wheth- 
er this year any Briton will quar- 
rel with the logic of this state- 
ment, but for the benefit of any 
who may still be befogged by 
creditable but academic concep-! 
Yions it may be as well to expand 
it. The Germans are very much 
in a minority and to this fact 
must be added the international 
character of the Settlement. The 
two facts taken together would 
before the war have made us the 
firat to defend German interests. 
for before the war it was to the 
interests of the community as a 
whole that the Germans should be 
given the fullest possible consi. 
deration. Now, the community 
would be best served if every Ger- 
man were turned out of it. When 
@ German puts himself up for 
election, even supposing that he 
is considering the community as 
whole, he is symbolically incor- 
porating with it people whom the 
community as a whole does not 
want, people whom it considers 
positively harmful, not only to it- 
self but to the country in which it 
is situated. China, unfortunately 
from our point of view, and—as| 
we consider—most unwisely from 
its own, is at peace with Germany 
and as the land on which the 
Settlement stands is her property 
and not ours we have to put up 
with having Germans in our midst 
and leaye them in the enjoyment 
of such rights as by Treaty they 
are entitled to. Beyond that, 
however, we are not called upon 
to go and would be exceedingly 





foolish to go. 
For all the evidence of 
the past seventeen months 


shows that—even if it were de- 
sirable to have Germans here— 
we could never trust any 
of them to put international 
interests before their country’s. 
The first thought of a German on 
the Council would not be “‘is t 

to the interests of Shanghai?’ 
abut, ‘‘is this to the interests of my 
people?’ That is another vital 
difference that the war has made. 
‘We can no longer trust any Ger- 
man because while any particular 












German may be houest—as we are 
sure Mr. Stepharius is—he is de- 
barred from acting honestly by a 
system which crushes out bis in- 
dividuality and binds him hand 
and foot in the furtherance of its 
own ends. That seems to us to 
be illustrated by the very fact of 
a German candidate coming for- 
ward at all at the present time. 
Every German in the place must 
realize that a German candidature 
is highly distasteful to the ma- 
jority of the Settlement's resi- 
dents. Every German in the 
place must know that if Britons 
vote solidly no German stands 
the ghost of a chance of being 
elected. Why then does Mr. Ste- 
pharius come forward? Either be- 
cause he has been ordered to do 
so—whereby he shows himself 
part of the system just referred to 
—or by way of a forlorn hope, to 
keep ‘the German ‘‘end” 
against all considerations and all 
odds. which is precisely what, as 
a Municipal Councillor, he should 
not do. The best indication we 
could get of the desirability of 
having a German on the Council 
at the present time would be the 
absence of any German candidate.

‘Whether that is possible or not, 
there is left no doubt but that the

view. ‘‘Huge increases in in- 
dividual and company income 
taxes,"’ are amongst the fore- 
shadowings of the immediate 
future, and no one will be under 
sny misapprehension as to the 
amount of gratification with which 
the news was received. It seems 
that the Chancellor himself out- 
lined some of the new financial 
proposals, but it was left to the 
Finance Minister, Dr. Lenz, to 
fill in details. Between the lines, 
he, too, succeeded in interpolating 
@ little real truth. When de- 
manding a hundred and fifty 
millions sterling from an issue 
of Exchequer bonds, he declared 
it wae false to say that Germany 
“‘is unable to bear the burden of 
jwar any longer.” We are not 
told who it was the Minister had 
in mind when making this state- 
ment. Was it the stupid enemy 
who persists in not surrender- 
ing? Or was it somebody ‘‘near- 
er yet and dearer?” We are 
strongly inclined to think it was 
the latter, and that the protest 
was directed, not against the 
cock-a-hoop Allies, but sgainst 
the pessimist Prussian himself. 
If 80, we have a fresh admission 
lof the most significant sort. 
Further, so far as we know, Dr. 
Lenz merely denied the inability 
Germany to finance the war 
‘any longer ;"' he did not dwell 
on the length of time which she 
can hold out. We have heard 
lied finance ministers boast of 
their finance as being “sound to 
the core,"’ and of their ability to 
provide the monetary where- 
withal of the war for two, ten, 
or twenty years if these are 
needed to attain the end sought ; 
but if Dr. Lenz said anything 
of this kind, Reuter has been 
strangely silent respecting it. 
Dr. Lenz did, however, succeed 
in overturning the ts of 
his Imperial colleague, Dr. Helf- 
ferich, who, on 8 former 
occasion, when st his wits’ end 
for excuses for what every 
financier knew to be faulty 
finance, declared that it was not 
mecessary for Germany to raise 
money by new taxation.

THE EXCESS 
PROFITS TAX. 


Jan. 18. 


-\ recent issue of the ‘‘Econo- 
mist’’ contains a very clear state- 
ment of the scope of the excess 
profits tax foreshadowed in the 
Budget resolutions and given de- 
finite form by the Finance Bill. 
At first sight, perhaps, the  sub- 
t is of no more than indirect 
interest to Britons in Shanghai 
because the trades and bi 8808 
liable to the tax include only those 
carried on in the United King- 
dom, or owned or carried on in 
ny other place by persons ordin- 
arily resident in the United King- 
dom. What the Government is 
asking of Britons at Home, how- 
ever, should be an index to what 
Britons in the East should do in 
support of the war, and in view of 
a suggestion which we propose 
presently to make it may be helj 
ful to outline the character of the 
new tax. Broadly speaking it is 
an additional income-tax cal- 
culated by income-tax rules over 
periods terminating after August 
4, 1914, and before July 1, 1915, 
the intention being to tax profits 
earned in periods ending later by 
subsequent legislation on the 
same lines. Any business or 
trade to which the tax applies is 
liable to pay to the Exchequer 

equal to fifty per cent. of the 
amount by which the profits for 
the period in question exceeded by 
more than £200 pre-war stand- 
ards of profits. Farmers, officials, 
employees and professional men 
are exempt, but any business man 
or agent who is paid partly by 
commission is included, except 
commercial travellers who are ex- 
cluded. All salaried persons are 
excluded, whether their salaries 
have been stationary or not: 
clerks working over time or per- 
sons who have changed one salar- 
ied occupation for another with 
higher remuneration also escape. 
The position of marine underwrit- 
ers is uncertain because the capi- 
‘tal required hardly fulfils the re- ° 
quirement of capital expenditure, 
while the profession is to s large - 
extent dependent upon personal 
qualifications. With these ex- 
ceptions, the tax applies to all 
persons carrying on business. 
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The profits taxed are to be the 
actual profits of the period, de- 
ductions being allowed for in- 
terest on borrowed money or for 
rent or royalties or other 
ments which are excluded under 
the Income-Tax Acts. On the 
otber hand, all profits or gains 
from lands, etc., forming part of 
‘the aasets of the business, which 
are excluded under the Income- 
Tax Acts because they are taxed 
under a separate schedule, must 
‘be brought into the excess profits 
computation. The basis on which 
these profits are to be determined 
is the pre-war standard, namely 
the average of any two of the 
last three pre-war trade years, 
the two years to be" selected by 
the taxpayer. If this amount is 
less than six per cent. upon the 
capital of the last pre-war trade 
year in the case of a company, or 
seven per cent. in the case of any 
other business, the standard pro- 
fit is to be taken as equal to six 
per cent. or seven per cent. as 
the case may be upon that 
capital, and where a business has 
changed hands within the last 
three pre-war years or has been 
started within that period, tbe 
percentage standard is to be adopt- 
ed. Increases in the standard 1 er- 
‘centage or adjustments in the 
pre-war profit standard may be 
made by s Board of Referees at 
their discretion. To meet the case 
of trades or businesses which 
have_been unduly depressed dur- 
ing the past three years it is pro- 
vided that where it is proved to 
the satisfaction of the Commis- 
sioners that the last three pre- 
war trade years were of abnormal 
depression, the average of any 
four of the last six pre-war trade 
years may be substituted as the 
pre-war standard of profits. The 
last three pre-war trade years are 
not, however, to be considered as 
years of abnormal depression un- 
less the average profits of those 
years have been at least twenty- 
five percent. lower than the 
average profits of the preceding 
‘three years. 

From the foregoing it is plain 
that, which the regulations under 
which the tax is to be applied are 


designed on ss equitable 
basis as possible, their aim 
is to take toll of all profits 
cover and above a certain 


margin enjoyed since the war be- 
gon. The regulations do not apply 
‘out here, and as Britons in the 
Exst are just as keenly interest- 
ed in the objects of the tax—the 
defeat of Germany—as Britons 
at home they should endeavour 
as far as possible to put their 


resources at the disposal of the 
Government voluntarily. There 
are, of course, many Britons in 
Shanghai whose business has 
been badly hit by the war. There 
are others, however, to whom the 
war has brought unlooked-for 
profits, those, for example, in- 
terested in rubber. There can be 
no question that the flourishing 
condition of Shanghai rubber 
companies at the present time 
directly due to the war and it 
only fair that appreciation of this 
fact should be shown in some 
tangible and helpful way. Now 
the monthly output of Shanghai 
rubber compaines, exclusive of 
Gula Kalampong, which is a 
London company, is roughly 
700,000 pounds and a self-im- 
posed tax of one Mexican cent 
per pound would yield $7000 per 
month, not, indeed, a very large 
figure yet large enough for our 
purpose, which is to show how 
much might be done with the 
smallest sacrifice. For such a tax 
would hurt nobody: indeed it 
would hardly be felt, and yet 
Shanghai would be contributing 
a regular quota to the successful 
prosecution of the war. Were the 
rubber companies to make a start 
—even on this small basis—other 
companies would, we have no 
doubt, follow suit and the result 
would be that Shanghai would 
be taking a much more direct and 
considerable share in defeating 
Germany then, notwithstanding 
its generous subscription lists, it 
is doing now. Singapore, we be- 
lieve, is worl on these lines 
and ‘come Shanghai firms are 
sending their quote to swell 
Singapore's donations. - Why 
should that be? Why should not 
Shanghai send its own quota, not 
merely for the sake of getting the 
credit of doing so—no mean 
thing, be it added, in these 
spacious times of sacrifice and 
heroism—but to show Britons at 
home that their countrymen in 
China, though living on alien soil, 
have their hearts in the right 
place and mean to do all that lies 
in their power to win the war?

Sympathy with the Dutch pco- 
ple in their many trials cannot 
fail to be world wide. Ninety 
nine out of every hundred British 
people will, on hearing of the

the country by thrusting his arm 
into a leak in a dyke, thus stop- 
ping the water till he was found 
and effective repairs could be 
made.

THE ISLAND OF CORFU. 

Every student of the Napoleonic 
wars is familiar with the part which 
Corfu played in the plans of the 
great Frenchman.

Corfu acquires more importance 
every day, for the English if they 
were its masters would be masters 
of the Adriatic also.” That is why 
the Allies have taken possession of 
the island. It lies southeast of 
Italy's “heel,” close to the Alban- 
ian coast from which it is separ- 
ated by a channel that, at its 
northern end is scarcely two miles 
wide, A little sma’ler than Angle- 
sey, its surface is hilly and in 
places mountainous, Mt. Panto- 
kretor to the northeast being over 
3,000 feet, Its capital, also called 
Corfu, is picturesquely situated on 
the dopes and snmm 
rocky heights and in days gone by 
was very strongly fortified. The 
harbour lying below affords ex- 
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cellent anchorage. Where the enemy 
submarines which have been doing 
so much damage in the Mediter- 
ranean are coming we can only 
guess, but the possession of Corfu 
will enable the Allies to blockade 
the Adriatic completely.

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ELECTRICITY iN 
CHINA. 


SHANGHAI MUNICIPALITY'S 
SYSTEM. 





The following expression of Mr. 
‘T. H. U. Aldridge’s views on electri- 
city questions in China is taken 
from the December issue of ‘‘Cas- 
sier’s Engineering Monthly.” 

The Shanghai Municipal system 
has been evolved to no little extent 
upon the lines of the Chinese Cus- 
toms Service rather than on British 
municipal lines. The Electricity 
Department has for some years now 
‘outgrown the system, and is in fact, 
though not in name, a complete 
business concern supplying on an 
extensive scale a public commodity 
dreamt of when the Shanghai 
Municipal Administration was co- 
ordinated. 





development of 
electricity in the form of telephones, 
electric trams, light, heat and 
power is all tending towards a high- 
er grade and in place of a large 
coolie population am artisan class 
will spring up. 

Already in Shanghai electricity 
is being used very extensively for 
driving machinery for industrial 
purposes, such as cotton mills, rice 
mills, flour mills, printing works and 
many other industries too numerous 














to mention. From the extent to 
which it is now being employed in 
Shanghi reasonable to assume 





that it is more economical than 
steam or other forms of power, but 
beyond this there is the undoubted 
improvement following electrifica- 
tion of nd factories, since the 
elimination of steam boilers reduces 
smoke and consequently the amount 
of dirt and gloom which is always 
associated with indut cities, 
Therefore, it is a just claim to put 
forward that electricity contributes 
to no little extent towards im- 
proved conditions of public health.

| ASIA AND THE WAR. 


THE DOCTRINE OF THE 
INVIOLATE SEABOARD.

One of the most necessary things 
for Chinese staigsmen to realize, 
before they begin their study of the 
possible terms of peace, is that the 
relationship of Europe to the Asia 
of to-day is largely the result of the 
f struggles called the 
Napoleonic Wars. Just as the Con- 
gress of Vienna settled in broad out- 
line the map of Europe, so did the 
relative position of the Sea Powers 
at the end of that contest decide 
the fate of Asia. England, who 
had been struggling bitterly with 
France for fifty years in the West 
Indies, in the Americas, along 
African coasts, as well as in the 
East, found herself at the close of 
that fierce battling in such a posi- 
tion of maritime predominance that 
she was able to build up undisturb- 
ed lw maanificent Indian Empire, 











In| preceded him and prepared the way ,and to establish the great chain of 
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trading-stations round Africa and 
‘Asia which have become such price- 
less national assets, and which 
secure the road to Australasia and 
the Southern Pacific. This expan- 
sion, though possessing mew a pure- 
ly political complexion, was in the 
first instance commercial rather 
than military; and 0 immeasure- 
ably the most illuminating fact in 
the history of European contact 
with Asia during the nineteenth 
century that everything else is sub- 
ordinate to it. 





Britain's Path of Empire. 

Irresistible causes had brought 
about a conquest which was hap- 
hazard rather than methodic. The 
industrial revolution which had 
come through Watts’ discovery of 
the use of steam had so vastly in- 
creased the population of England 
that colonial expansion was the 





inevitable concomitant of commer-| 


cial growth. Driven from America 
by the tragic war of Independence 
the English path of empire had 
swung eastwards. ‘The history of | 
India, of Egypt (for politically | 
Egypt belongs to Asia), of Ceylon, 
of Burma, of Singapore, of Hong- 
kong, as well as a score of other 
places, is simply the history of a

The doctrines which this activity 
postulated were based on the mas- 
tery of the sea, and though their 
general acceptance was never co 
plete, so deeply did the prosperity 
which sprang from the English 
school of thought impress European 
statesmen that the colonial expan- 
sion of France under Napoleon IIT 
as well as the colossal efforts of 
Russia to reach warm water during 
later years, were due almost entire- 
ly to them. 


Tt was not until the Prussian de- 
feat of Napoleonic France that 
new movement is to be discerned 
which is of the utmost importance 
in Asiatic politics. The interval 
which had elapsed between the 
Congress of Vienna (1815) and the 
eighties of last century had seen 
almost all Europe change from agri 
cultural to industrial communiti 
with the economic consequence that 
the purely English belief in free- 
trade and Iaines-aller was now op: 
posed by the protectionist doctrin 
of Liszt, a German economist whose 
ideas conflicted absolutely and en- 
tirely with those of the Manches 
School. 
was inevitable that sooner or later 
commercial rivalry should develop 
into political rivairy, and that when 
a champion could be found to lead 
the attack, an Empire as vast and 
as loosely-jointed as that of Tamer- 
lane—and depending for its con- 
tinued existence on a ceaseless 
patrol of the waterways—should 
find not only its world predominance 
bitterly questioned but its right of 

















eminent domain directly challeng- 
ed. 


‘The Emergence of Germany. 
Germany was the challenger. It 
is impossible within the limits of 
a short article even to indicate how 
a different geographical situation, 
a different historical development, 
and a different mentality, accom- 
panied by vast growth of mater- 
ial. prosperity, inevitably propelled 
Germany, essentially a land power, 
into collision with England, essen- 
|tially a seapower. Nor is it pos- 
|sible to show in detail by what 
|diplomatic strategy the rest of 
Europe, though still questioning 
British maritime supremacy and the 
domination of the all-important Suez 
and Cape routes, was won into ac- 
cepting arrangements which con- 
tained “compensation: 
The great and isolable problem, 
|however, remained Germany, a 
|country which barred from her na- 
tural field of expansion in South 
America by the Monroe Doctrine, 
was lured towards the African and 
|Asiatic continents. Twenty years 
|8go the main lines of the present 
conflict were laid when it became 
plain that the Berlin Government 
was determined to secure that 2 
settlement made x hundred years 
ago could not be considered per- 
petual, and that the modern growth 
of Europe demanded not only the 
abandonment of the doctrine of 
the balance of power but the use 
of a new diplomatic language. 
It.was an insignificant incident 
which put the match to the wood- 
Pile and illuminated the scene with 

















a lurid light. When the German 
Emperor in his famous Kruger tele- 
gram wished the South African Re- 
publics good luck and regretted 
that he could not actively assist 
them, the whole world knew at once 
that a new policy had been launch- 
ed. England, with her highly sensi- 
tive political ‘instinct, feeling rather ° 
than knowing that at any moment 
what was her base as well as her 
general line of communication, ie., 
the Sea, might be attacked, took 
warning, and from that day onwards 
her diplomacy was attuned to.meet 
the new situation. 


A Buling Idea. 

So far as Asia is concerned that 
diplomacy was dominated by a 
single thought. What can be called 
the Doctrine of the Inviolate Sea- 
board, a doctrine which had long 
existed in embryonic form was now 
made precise. England was pas- 
jonately determined, no matter 
what it might cost her, that no 
cessions of territory on the Asiatic 
seaboard—and on the North African 
as well—to European powers should 
be made which would imperil her 
sea-routes. It is in this doctrine 
that must be sought the secret of 
all Japanese diplomacy as well as 
of the concrete Anglo-Japanese 
Alliance; of all the heated diplo- 
iacy of the Red Sea and the Per- 
sian Gulf involving sun-baked 
islands and arid wastes; of Egyp- 
tian diplomacy and the Moroccan 
arrangement with France, If

In such circumstances the prob- 
lem facing a Germany somewhat 
cruelly confined showed such im- 
mense difficulties that a violent 
solution seemed the only one. If it, 
was impossible to arrange a politic- 
al partnership which would upset 








the Monroe Doctrine, if it was im- 
possible to make a combination 
against England which would pre- 
sent her with an African and Asia- 
tic ultimatum, one course and one 
only remained: boldly to begin at 
the most vulnerable points in Asia 
and Africa and there to build up 
Germanic enclaves. When these 
had been thoroughly founded a new 
equipoise would not only have been 
established but a counter-offensive 
invented.

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THE MEMORIES OF 
AN OLD CHINA 
HAND. 


EARLY DAYS ON THE 
YANGTZE.

‘The steamers running on the 
Yangtze in the early days with 
which these memories are _con- 
cerned were—ae Captain Lunt, 
Marine Superintendent of the 
| China Merchants,’ has been kind 
Jenough to remind me—the 
Fire Queen, the Fire-cracker, the 
Fire-dart, and the Plymouth Rock, 
and two of these were of the old- 
fashioned type, carrying their 
| boilers and funnels on the outside 
like the old time Mississippi boat 
‘As their speed was very much less 
‘han that of the more modern 
boats, their journeys up to Hankow 
against a strong current were a 
long and tedious affair, oocupying 
some five to six days, and they 
were also further hampered by the 
very defective charting of the River 
in those early days. They were all 
replaced by new ships of a speedier 
and better type, of which the str. 
Nanking (renamed Kiangfoo) and 
the str. Hupeh (renamed Kiang- 
| teen) were the first comers in 187: 
Others were the Moyune, the Fusi- 
yama, the Hirado, the Hangchow 
and Fychow, all modern ships, and 
when the fleet of steamers was sold 
by Russell & Co, (the old Shanghai 
Steam Navigation Company) to the 
present China Merchants 8.

The 
sphere of usefulness of the last 
three after all the years of good 
service and adventure has been nar- 
rowed down to local service as 
hulks, the Peking at Wubu, the 
Hankow at Hankow, and the 
Shanghai at Wuhu.

‘The Chinkiang Riot of 1880. 


I made my first acquaintance with 
the river ports in Chinkiang in 
March 1899, a month after the great 
anti-foreign riot there. All the 
damage that had been done during 
that riot was still very much in evi- 
dence, and it was clear that the 
rioters set to work with the best 
intentions to make a clean sweep of 
the foreign concession 


The riot started over the alleged 
ill-treatment of a Chinese beggar 
by the Sikh Police and at first only 
some idle youngsters and a few 
loafers gathered near the Police 
Station and shouted and yelled to 
their hearts’ content. As I found 
by subsequent investigation, if 
there had been a determined man 
in charge of the Police, capable of 
giving orders*and seeing that they 
were carried out, the insipid riot 
would have been crushed in its very 
inception, but unfortunately there 
was no one capable of taking com- 
mand, and when a few determined 
foreigners did make an attempt to 
stop the riot subsequently, it was 
already too late.

The American Consulate next 
received attention, and the task of 
sacking it was completed to the 
entire satisfaction of the rioters, 
Some slight damage was done to a 
few more foreign houses just out 
side the Concession, but before the 
rioters could do any more serious 
damage, a large force of Chinese 
soldiers was brought into the Con- 
cession and they soon made short 
work of the riot, amply proving how 
easy it would have been to stamp 
ip out at the first start. Later 
came the settlement for the damage 
done, the respective claims being 
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assessed by a Commission consist- 
ing of the British Consul and a re- 
presenative of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, and their awards left a very 
bitter taste in the mouths of the 
few besides the Commissioners who 
could look behind the scenes. 


‘The Development of Chinkiang. 


However, Chinkiang soon rose 
like @ phomnix from the ashes and 
dlossomed out into quite a tidy lit- 
tle place. When I first arrived 
there, the place known as the lorcha 
anchorage, between Garlic Hill at 
the northern end of the Settlement 
and Golden Island with its very 
ancient and picturesque pagoda, 
was a fine expanse of water where 
fleets of lorchas and not a few men- 
of-war found safe anchorage in 
fifteen fathoms of water, and no 
‘one dreamed of the near impending 
changes. Those were till the 
palmy days of the old lorchas, most 








of them under the command of 
foreign skippers with Chinese 
crews. 


Though the work was heart-break- 
ing and tedious beyond all imagina- 
tion, yet good money was made by 
these enterprising old mudlarks, 
and the rapid decay of the loroba 
business only dates from the intro- 
duction of the German and Japanese 
river steamers. Messrs, Jardine, 
Matheson & Co.’s old hulk, the 
ertawhile P. & O. str. Orissa, 
was moored in deep water within 
easy reach of the Bund, and close 
under her stern was Butterfield & 
Swire’s hulk still closer in shore.

THE WAR. 


RECRUITING “DOWN UNDER.” 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


Sydney, Dec. 15. 

Although fighting comes very 
strange to us—for generations we 
were accustomed to boast that, in 
all our lives, we had never seen a 
shot fired in anger—it is the con- 
tribution of Australia to the great 
war which is the most notable fea- 
ture in our history. “Our Boys”, 
in common with those of New 
Zealand and Canada, have shor 
that the vicissitudes of coloni 
life have strengthened the fighting 
qualities of the race, and have en- 
abled them to win laurels in this, 
as in the department of sport. A 
particularly hard job has been set 
them at .the.

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Government Control of Wheat. 


Wheatgrowers are tantalized by 
the view of high market prices 
which they are not allowed to ob- 
tain. Although the Government 
had promised not to interfere with 
the marketing of this year’s crop, 
it has novertheless taken over the 
whole. No one is allowed to sell 
wheat to any one but the Govern- 
ment. It gives a certificate, when 
the grain is delivered at any coun- 
‘try railway station, and this cer- 
tifieate entitles the holder to ob- 
tain an advance from the bank of 
2/6 per bushel. This is supposed 
to be the equivalent of 3/- per 
bushel f.0.b. Sydney. ‘The Govern- 
ment is supplying millers at Lon: 
don parity, which, just now, is 
about 5/- per bushel. If millers 
‘were to buy direct from growers, 
both buyer and seller would be- 
come law-broakers, and would be 
able to severe punishment. An 
account is to be kept, and in No- 
vember next if the | Government 
has made any profit it promises to 
divide it among the growers, pro 
rata, according to the quantity 
they’ have respectively brought, in 

an arrangement into which 
dhe’ Governmantatof ail the States 
have entered. It had ite origin in 
the scarcity of vessels to carry the 
exportable surplus. The Federal 
Government, deeming iteelf in a 
Detter position to charter vessels 
than private operators would be, 
entered the field in that behalf, 
and announced that no vessels ex- 
cep those chartered at its in- 
stanoe, and by ita authority, would 
be allowed clearance with wheat. 


The apportionment of the space 
to be thus secured presented some 
+ difficulty, and the States agreed to 
undertake the purchase, sale, or 
shipment of the crop. The actual 
‘business is effected through reput 
able firms who have been appoint- 
ed as agents. The Governments 
maintain that their intervention 
was absolutely necessary, owing to 
the dearth of available shipping, 
and to the preference of ship- 
owners for shorter voyages than 
that to Australia. Farmers will 
have to pay 5 per cent. interest on 
the advances which they obtain 
from the banks, and it is expected 























that the charges for commission, 
receiving, delivering, ete, will 
work out at between  threepence 


and fourpence per bushel. 


The Australian bushel, it may be 
noted, is @0lb. avoirdupois. Na- 
turally, farmers are inclined to re- 
sent the interference. But the 
position is very critical, and it 
may prove that intervention was 
necessary. If the first advance 
were fixed on a mote liberal scale, 
there would be little serious op- 
position. This, however, cannot 
be altered unless all the Govern- 
ments agree. At present, buying, 
as they are, on credit, and selling, 
oth locally and in London, for 
cash, they bid fair to obtain 





thumping big loans at the farmers’ 
expense. The probable value of 
the crop as whole will be between 
20 and 30 millions sterling. It is 
hoped, however, that the Govern- 
ments will declare an interim 
“dividend” about April next, if 
the position warrante them in so 
doing. 
Finance. 


War expenditure, as may be sup- 
posed, is running away with money 
at a great rate. The Commonwealth 
has borrowed eighteen millions 
from: the Imperial Government, 
and ten millions in gold from the 
banks, giving the latter notes, 
which they are not to present for 
payment till after the war. It has 
issued notes till they lie idle in 
the coffers of the banks, 
amount being far in excess of re- 
quirements for local currency. It 
recently floated a local loan, for 
five millions nominally. Over 13 
millions was actually subscribed, 
and accepted. It is now in the 
market for ten millions more. The 
rate is nominally four and s half 
per cent,, but the interest given, 
in conjunction with the promised 
redemption of the loan in ten 
years’ time, brings the effective in- 
terest up to nearly 5 per cent. 
These loans are very attractive 
to those who have the control of 
large sums of money, as the inter- 
est in free of income tax. Our in- 
come tax is a terror.

Germany and Australian Wool. 


Bir Joseph Carruthers aroused 
suspicious misgivings the other 
day by pointing out that Italy is 
not ab war with Germany, and 
that it is possible, therefore, that 
Australian wool might find ite way 
into the hands of the enemy by 
way of Genoa. The attention of 
the authorities has been directed 
to this danger, and it is believed 
that they hhave taken effective pre- 
cautions to prevent anything of 
the kind. It is certain that Ger- 
man buying agents, who before the 
war, were very strong in Aus- 
tralian centres, made strong efforts 
to continue in the business by in- 
direct means, and strong action 
was taken by other wool-buyers to 
keep them out of it. On more than 
one oceasion, the woolselling auc 
tioneers refused to ccept bids 
from firms who were “suspect” 
from 
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Shipments to U.S.A. ports, it is 
noted, already total 113,000 bal 
a much larger quantity than usual, 
‘and some folks are beginning to 
wonder whether German firms 
have a finger in this tempting pie. 
The Textile Alliance has under- 
taken to be vigilant against enemy 
agents securing wool or fabric in 
America, and on this understand- 
ing the embargo against exporta- 
tion to the States was removed. 
There is undoubtedly a strong legi- 
timate demand for raw material to 
fulfil contracts with the Allied 
Powers, as well as to supply the 
local demand, which has been im- 
mensely strengthened by improved 
industrial and commercial condi- 
tions. German, or half-German, 
firms, however, are so numerous in 
America, and their ramifications 
are so extensive, that it is doubt- 
ful if it has been found possible 
wholly to exclude them.

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ARMED ROBBERIES 
IN SHANGHAL - 


FORTY ALLEGED ROBBERS 
UNDER ARREST. 

During the past fortnight about 
forty alleged armed robbers have 
been arrested by the Municipal 
charged with being con- 
ious armed robberies 
committed within the past few 
weeks, Some of these have been 
dealt with by the Mixed Court and 
others have been remanded to en- 
able the police to connect the in- 
dividual accused with specific rob- 
beries. Twenty-five of these gentry 
are now in custody at the Louza 
police station alone. 

‘A great proportion of these men 
commonly designated as armed rob- 
bers, are ex-soldiers who are loiter- 
ing about Shanghai with no visible 
means of support and who have 
come here from other provinces. 
It has been noted that nearly all 
the armed robbers are natives of 
interior provinces and it is thought 
by the police that they have come 
to Shanghai in the expectation that 
“trouble” might break out here. 
There are supposed to be about 100 
of these ex-soldier loafers who have 
turned armed robbers, and most of 
the gang which is supposed to be 
more or less organized, live outside 
the Settlement. 


Police Handicapped. 

‘The police are gradually round- 
ing up these dangerous characters 
but they are much handicapped 
owing to the fact that in the maj- 
ority of cases where Chinese are 
robbed no alarm or outcry is made 
at the time, and the robbery is only 
reported to the police some time 
Inter when tho victims happen to 
think of it. An example of this is 
found in the case of an armed rob- 
bery on Saturday night st 202 
Yuenfong Road. ‘Two men, one 
of whom was armed with a revolver, 
entered the shop and by intimidat- 
ing the inmates secured 75 and 
got away, going toward Hanbury 
Road. Everything was quietly 
done, and no alarm whatever was 
made by thuse who were robbed, 
and the manager of the shop could 
give no description of the robbers. 
‘Three occupants at the rear of the 
shop knew nothing of the robbery, 
nor did those in a pawn-shop direct- 
ly opposite. Even the constable in 
the police box only 100 yards away 
from the robbed shop knew nothing 
about the sffair until he was in- 
formed about twenty minutes later. 
‘Tho Municipal Police with the as- 
sistance of the police of the French 
Concession on Sunday arrested in 
the French Concession three men 
who are charged with being con- 
cerned in an armed robbery in 
Penang Road, which is in the Gor- 
don Road police district on the out- 
skirts of the Settlement. The men 
were identified by two articles of 
clothing in their possession which 














were stolen. Later the French 
Police arrested another of the same 
gang. 
Cases at the Mixed Court. 

‘The promptness and courage of a 
Chinese constable in tackling and 
eapturing a man he previously 
knew to be armed was com- 
mented upon in favourable 
terms on Monday morning st the 
Mixed Court, when Mr. Garstin, 
the British Assessor, sat with Magis- 
trate Waung to hear the case 
against Nyung Tsz-kyub, an ex- 
constable, a native of Anbui, and 
formerly ' a soldier, that he, not 
being a duly authorized person, un- 
lawfully carried a revolver on North 
‘Thibet Road. He was further 
charged with conspiring with two 
others to commit certain armed rob- 
beries in the Chinese City of 
Shanghai. 
| Tt appears that the constable ob- 
{tained information that the defen- 
‘dant, who was walking with two 
| other men was armed with a revol- 
| ver. He followed him and when a 








self, jumped on him and effected his 
' capture. 
| The Assessor said that the Chin- 
ese constable, who made the arrest, 
appeared to have acted with con- 
siderable courage in seizing the 
accused after he had been informed 
he was carrying a revolver. The 
defendant was ordered to be hand- 
,ed over to the Chinese authorities. 

At the same Court, before Mr. 
Grant Jones and Magistrate Yu, 
Dzung Ah-kung was charged with 
being in unlawful possession of a 
five-chambered revolver fully load- 
ed. He stated that he had been re- 
paiting the weapon for a friend 
and was on his way to return it 
when he was arrested. 

He was sent to prison for two 
years, returning from expulsion also 
being charged against him. 








THE FLOODS IN 
HOLLAND. 


NOTES ON THE COUNTRY 
DAMAGED. 


Telegrams during the last few 
days show that the extensive system 
of dykes shutting out the sea and 
protecting the low lying parts of 
Holland from the rivers, has been 
subjected to = huge strain by a 
heavy gale and an unprecedented 
tidal wave. The resultant floods 


as exceptional as much by reason of 
the locality in which they have oc- 
curred as their cause. Generally 
speaking floods in Holland have 
been caused by the inability of the 
rivers to carry off all the water com- 
ing down from their sources the 
effect being that the inundations 
have occurred rather further from 
the sea than in this case. In this

A glance at the map shows that 
the fall force of a gale, ging 
about the effects mentioned above, 
would be felt on the strip of coast- 
Tine between the Hook of Holland 
and Texel, and indeed throughout 
the archipelago off the coast of 
Friesland up to the mouth of the: 
Ems. The coast from the Hook 
of Holland and northwards is pro- 
tected by a series of dykes which 
in places are replaced by dunes. 
Ymuiden is practically in the centre 
of this stretch of coast. 

Considerable damage appears 
also to have been done in the Zay- 
der Zee, where on the western side 
the small island of Marken has ‘been 
submerged and also the town 
Monnikendam which is on the main- 
land between Amsterdam and 
Edam, though rather nearer the 
latter. Zwolle near the river Ysset 
seems to have suffered in rrerivate 
the same way as the district round 
the Noord.

THE REGULATIONS ABOUT 
PASSPORTS. 


The provisions of the Defence of 
the Realm Regulations are as a 
rule so vaguely known that the 
following should be of interest to 
those about to proceed Home, as 
showing the necessity for obtaining 
@ passport or some other document 
which indubitably -~-~0s the na- 
tionalty of the holder 

Regulation 14 «.—(1). A. person 
coming from, or intending to pro- 
ceed to, any place out of the United 
Kingdom as a passenger shall not, 
without the special permission of a 
Secretary of State, land or embark 
at any port in the United Kingdom 
unless he has in his possession @ 
valid passport issued to him not 






,| more than two years previously, by 
or on behalf of the Government of | 


the country of which he is a sub-/ 
ject or a citizen, or, in the 
of a person coming from a 
outside the United Kingdom, either | 
such @ passport or some other 
document satisfactorily establishing 
his nationality and identity. To 
every such passport and document 
as aforesaid there must be attached 
‘@ photograph of the person to whom 
it relates. In the case of British 
subjects resident in Ireland special 
permission to embark may be given 
by the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland 
instead of by » Secretary of Btate. 

(2). If any person lands or em-

MONTENEGRO. 


A LAND WHERE EVERY MAN 
Is A SOLDIER. 


‘A study of the smaller peoples 
assuredly is to gain a greater con- 
ception of what nationalism really 
means; the smaller people who re- 
main a people by virtue of their ex- 
traordinary virility, 
their nationality in spit 
size, whose strength is developed 
by constantly repeated attacks a 
their independence. The Montene- 
grins, whove total population bord- 
ers only on five hundred ti,-usand 
all told and whose countryside could 
easily be contained within the 
boundary lines of the three counties 
Kent, Surrey and Sussex, possess 
|the quality of self-preservation 
strongly marked. Every man a 
| soldier, the Montenegrin “at all 
{times goes armed, his pistol and 
yataghan, to say nothing of his long 
pipe, tucked into his gaudy girdle, 
he carries @ rifle even in times of 
comparative peace. ° He is univer- 
sally educated and possesses @ 
facility for the exchange of his 
weapon for a pen, while his birth- 
right makes him an agriculturist of 
infinite resource. 

Entering Montenegro from the 
Dalmatian port, Cattaro, & pre- 
cipitous pass has to be negotiated. 
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Bo steep it appears as viewed from 
the unruffied waters of the land- 
locked bay, the Bocche di Cattaro, 
as to be wellnigh an impenetrable 
barrier, but once clear of the citadel 
a start is made over, at first, good 
roads and you brace yourself to the 
series of seventy-three zig-zags 
which in normal times are thronged 
with strings of mules and ponies 
laden with country produce defiling 
down into Cattaro. Accompanying 
them are groups of men and women, 
the latter frequently bearing 
burdens almost as heavy as those 
carried by the animals themselves, 
while unattached men with the 
lightness and agility born of the 
mountains will cut short the tedium 
of the road and in straight descent 
leap from rock to rock, among which 
& false step would mean instant 
death, reaching the streets of white- 
washed houses gleaming in the sun 
in less than half the time taken by 
& more conventional method. Like 
their neighbours in Dalmatia, which 
Napoleon was wont to regard as 
‘@ nursery in which to grow tall 
soldiers for his army, they are fine 
fellows, of a hardihood, endurance 
and physique difficult to match, 
impossible to beat. 


‘The Approach from Cattaro. 

Most travellers to Cetinje ap- 
proach it from Cattaro and all must 
be impressed by the infinite care 
and industry displayed in the cul- 
tivation of every cultivable patch 
of ground along that route, the 
tiny fields of corn and maize which 
yield annually a double harvest, 

+ the terraces of vineyards, the little 
fig, pomegranate and almond 
orchards. A climb of some five 
thousand feet and the top of the 
pass, which opens out upon the 
plateau of Niegush, is reached. 
Should a bird’s eye view of what 
may be said to embrace practically 
the entire principality be desired, 
the ascent from here of the heights 
of Mount Lovchen forms no insuper- 
able difficulty. The effort will most 
cortainly reap a handsome reward. 
It is not hard to realise that en- 
vironment, the rugged mountain 
chains, played their part in the 
moulding of this sturdy race. 
Wooded though many of the moun- 
tains are, the prevailing effect look- 
ing northwards remains greyly 
sterile. On the one side the whole 
of Montenegro, several ranges of 
mountains in Bosnia, a great part 
of Herzogovina, the lake of Skutari 
in Albania and the adjacent plains. 
On the other, the Bay of Cattaro 
forming « prelude to the dark

Cetinje, the capital of Montengro, 
has the distinction of being the 
smallest capital in the world. It 
stands some three thousand feet 
above sea level in the midst of a 
sandy plain, and, shut in by pre- 
cipitous rocks, is traversed by = 
narrow river. A couple of streeta 
in addition to the palace and mon- 
astery, are sufficient to house the 
small population and as well there 
are the barracks in which a perman- 
ent garrison of six hundred men is 
quartered.

Capital, however, has been 
scarce and probably the country has 
reaped greater advantages under 
this system of foreign concessions 
than would otherwise have been the

A highly successful meeting un- 
der the auspices of the British | 
Chamber of Commerce was held] 
on Thursday at the Powattan Club 
when Sir Everard Fraser presided 
over a large attendance, which listen- 
ed with interest to some very able 
speeches in connexion with the in- 
auguration of a language school by| 
the Chamber. Sir Everard was 
supported by Messrs. E. 8. Little, 
T. F. Cobbs, A. Rose, and Dr. 
Hopkyn Rees, principal of the 
school. 

‘The chairman remarked in open- 
ing the moeting that the British ; 
Chamber of Commerce was to be: 
congratulated on the interest which | 
the scheme, which they were met 
to inaugurate, had already ex- 
cited, and that within a year of 
its institution the Chamber should 
tackle a matter on which opinions | 
were still strongly divided was! 
fresh proof of its energy. Of late! 
years the impression of the extra-| 
ordinary difficulty of Chinese had 
woakened owing to the growing| 
number of works giving real aid! 
to its study. The number of for- 
eigners able to get alonz in Chinese | 
had grown eteadily and with that’ 
growth the bogey of Chinese had | 
lost its initial terror.

Little thanked the 
B.A.T. and Mr. Cobbs for the use 
of the room that evening and also 
for the splendid way in which they 
had met their offer and had allow- 
ed their school to be merged with 
the one which they were now in- 
augurating. Mr. Cobbs and the 
had rendered a very great| 
service to the Chamber and the 
school by the brond-minded and 
liberal action which they had 
taken. He also spoke in apprecia- 





tion of the work of the “North 
China Daily News” and the 
“Shanghai Mercury” in calling’ 


the attention of the foreigners and 
in particu'ar the British oom- 
munity of Shanghai to the import- 
ance of the subject. The study of 
Chinese, he claimed, was absolutely’ 
necessary for the proper conduct 
of their businesses. The work of 
all of them lay én carrying on their 
trade with China and in order to 
do that they must be able to con- 
vey their ideas to the Chinese in 
own language and in 
turn to be able to receive theirs. 

The Chinese were learning English 
and they must learn Chinese in 
order to carry their views to them 
It was perfectly surprising what 
| difference a knowledge of Chinese 
made to a man. Now men were in 
the hands of the interpreter and |

Out of this number 
twelve students resided in Shanghai 
all the while and the balance came 
from their selling force in the in- 
terior. At the present time they 
had sixty men all residing in the 
interior of China studying Mandarin, 
but now the firm had become more 
determined with regard to this mat- 
ter. It was now decided that when 
employing young men either in 
England or America for their sales 
in China, they would stipulate in 
their contract that they would be 
required, within the first four 
years of their residence in 
the country, to learn the language 


sufficiently well to be able to 
transact business without the 
assistance of an interpreter. If 


they are unable to do that when the 
time comes for their home leave 
they will be informed that their 
services are no longer required. He 
felt that the rapid progress that 
their men had been making in the 
study of Mandarin was due to the 
good work of Dr. Rees to whom he 
tendered the thanks of the company. 

Mr. Rose, in the course of a few 
wg remarks, said that all 
the-evidence which had reached him 
during the past year forced him to 
the belief that methods of trade 
had been in a process of evolution 
for some years past and that al- 
most unconsciously they had reach- 
ed a new milestone in the road of 
commercial development. In her 
men as well as her goods, Britain 
must follow the lines where she had 
the comparative advantage. She 
might have to surrender to her com- 
petitors some of her lower grade 
products; he believed that she 
would also surrender the work 
which was done in China by the 
lower-grade men. Unless be was 
greatly mistaken, each individual 
Briton in this country would have 
to carry far greater responsibilities 
in the future than in the past; to 
devote himself to the work of super- 
ision and finance. Such work 
would demand men of the best type 
with the most complete training 
{in the needs and possibilities of 
| China, He had been a good many

|ful “Open sesame” to new thought 
and new ideas and made great 
difference not only in one’s life, but 
also in the endurance of solitude, in 
efficiency aud judgement. 

Dr. Hopkyn Rees said that the 
| curriculum of the school had al- 
ready been passed upon and in ac- 
cordance with thet, first aim of the 
school would be to acquire a work- 
| ing knowledge of the language, to 
j be able to use good idiom and to 
understand it when spoken. Then 
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when they have found out the 
adaptability and capability of the 
student they might advance him 
because he thought it would be ne- 
cessary for men let loose on China 
to know something of the written 
character. They hoped in the school 
also to teach some Chinese etiquette, 
for it was amazing the amount of | 
ignorance there was on that sub- 
ject among the foreigners in China. 
He also hoped they would be taught 
business terms which would facili- 
tate the work of the men on their 
way in the interior. He concluded 
with some advice to foreign firms.

THE TEACHING PROFESSION. 


T» the Editor of the 
“Norta-Carma Datty News.” 


Sia,—A recent issue of the 
“North-China Daily News” contain- 
ed a report of the action by a 
schoolboy against his headmaster 
for damages for “an assault by 
caning,” and the case is of more 
than passing interest. Briefly the 
circumstances were that the boy, a 
pupil Radley College, obtais 
permission from Head, Rev. E. 
G. Selwyn, to visit his home for 
family reasons. but at the desire of 
his parents outstayed his leave. 
The mother’s telegram and letter 
explaining the altered circum- 
stances remained unanswered! On 
returning to school the boy was 
eaned. 

The defendant was fined ten 
guineas, but that, wherever pos- 
sible, the general public will sup- 
port the authority of the school- 
master is, perhaps, best shown by 
the length of time the jury took in 
arriving at a very obvious conclu- 
sion—about 1} hours. 











The average man, possessed of 
ordinary common sense, can hardly 
avoid the conclusion that, in pun- 
ishing, vicariously, a boy for the 
fault, if any, of his parents, the 
Headmaster was guilty, not merely 
of an extraordinary want of judge- 
ment, but of an unjust, tyrannical 
and arbitrary act. 

In spite of “a stay of execution 
being granted,” it may safely be 
assumed that no appeal against the 
verdict will go before a higher 
court where the defendant is so 
obviously in the wrong. 

This case furnishes an instance of 
not unusual occurrence—a clash 
between school and parental author- 
ity—but, of course, the only remedy 
school ‘authorities have, when a 
difference of opinion occurs as to 
the interpretation of rules laid 
down in a school prospectus, is to 
refuse readmission to the pupil con- 
aerned—certainly not to cane him!

Exact figures of schoolmaster 
soldiers are not available, but I see 
from a recent Home paper that the 
Officers’ Training Corps has provid- 
ed Kitchener’s new armies with 
over 20,000 officers, and the O.T.O. 
is mainly composed of men engaged 
education. Apart from these a 
large number have gone direot into 
the ranks at the call of their coun- 
tey. In fact, the proportion of men 
of the “despised profession,” who 
have laid aside pen and gown for 
sword and uniform, is undoubtedly 
higher than in any other of the pro- 
fessions. 

In former letter I referred to 
the first schoolmaster V. C., Lieut. 
Forshaw, who has since been pre- 
sented, I see, with a sword of 
honour by admiring fellow-citizens. 
Another Victoria Cross has been 
awarded to a schoolmaster—gnd 
Lieut. B. H. Geary, late of Forest 
School, Walthamstow—who “‘on Hill 
60, near Ypres, on April 20-21, 
rallied his men in s crater and held 
the position till dawn, when he was 
badly wounded.” 

Bchoolmasters have every reason 
to bo proud of the share they are 
taking in this fight for right against 
might, for civilization, and for the 
elementary rights of the small 
nations.

BRITISH TRADE IN OHINA. 

To the Editor of the 
“ Norra-Cuina Daity News.’* 
8im,—It appears to me thata 
great deal of unnecessary criticism 
is being at present thrown upon the 
Homeward Freight Conference, 
amounting—when all tho  corres- 
pondence in your columns is fairly 
construed—to an attack upon the 
Conference for reasons best knowm 
to your correspondents themselves. 

During normal times the Con- 
ference proved by itself instead of 
being a nuisance as was sometimes 
thought and restraint to British 
trade that it was actually a great 
convcnience to shippere and steadied 
trade conditions enormously by the 
supply of regular tonnage and 
above all the steady rates of freight 
ruling from one year’s end to the 
other through the fixity of minimum 
rates, 

‘At the present time when ton- 
nage is so scarce and rates of 
freight throughout the world are so 
high and upset, it must be obvious 
to any merchant with ha'f an idea 
of business that he cannot in such 
abnormal times expect either ex- 
port or import business to be any- 
thing other than of a grossly 
speculative natura. 

‘Ab present the Conference does 
not appear to be in the least acting 
in restraint of British Trade, It 
may be very inconvenient and an 
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noying to shippers who are unable 
to obtain freight space when they 
require it which, doubtless, és more 
annoying than the very high level 
of freight rates, but it must not be 
overlooked that the Conference at 
present is of enormous assistance 
in intercepting “enemy trading” 
which, to say the least, is an ex- 
ceptional advantage for the in- 
terests of British trade. 

‘The shipping companies and ship- 
ping agenta oan best protect and 
furthor British trade by selecting a 
“proper” British clientele as their 
shippers especially in times like the 
present, and give them every 
facility they can in spite of un- 
precedentedly high rates of freight.

for rebates, This policy, it seems 
to me, is absolutely i 
ruicles for whidh tonnage are | 
specially required are oil seeds, 
oils and tallow. It was possible to 
obtain tonnage for these articles by 
chartering a few months ago, but 

shippers were not allowed to do 80.

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land this trade is therefore only ren- 
dered speoulative by the policy of 
the Conference and the monopoly 
which it has exercised. 

I am glad to see from your arti- 
icles that the British Chamber of 
Commerce have now taken up the 
matter. 

It would be interesting to know 
whether it is true that the Export- 
jers Sub-Committes of the Chamber 
has not met since the inauguration 
of the Chamber and is not supposed 
to do so unless matters are referred 
to it by the General Committeo. If 
80, it can hardly be looked upon as 
a live organization. The Export- 
ers’ Committee of the General 
Chamber of Commerce before the 
war used, I understand, to meet 
whenever the Committe thought it 
advisable to discuss matters which 
were of goueral interest to the ex- 
port trade.

whose signboard states that he ii 
a translator, although he is hardly 
able to distinguish Chinese 
character from a horseshoe, and 
the foreign advertising agent hands 
the document to his native inter-

action is that neither the foreign 
merchant nor the foreign advertis- 
ing agent knows whether the 
translation is correct or not, which 
in popular advertisements may not 
greatly matter, but in technical 
translations of highly intricate 
parts and functions the  conse- 
quences of inaccuracies may be very 
serious; and even popular advertis: 
ments if written in a style which is 
offensive to those for whom the 
article is intended cannot be con- 
ducive to good business. 

There is far too much ignorance 
among foreign traders concerning 
the nature, necessity and value of 
‘translations into Chinese. A manu- 
facturer will spend thousands of 
pounds in advertising and prepar 
ing illustrated catalogues in Eng- 

ish and begrudge one br two 
hundred pounds for the same pur- 
pose in Chineso; yet the Chinese 
require information about foreign 
goods more urgently than Euro- 
peans do. If British manufactur- 
ers aro unwilling to spend money in 
educating the Chinese to under- 
stand and appreciate the goods 
they want to sell to them, it is 
hardly fair to call them stupid and 
hopeless bedause they won't buy 
“a pig in a poke.” 

It would pay British manu- 
|facturers, especially great engineer- 
ing firms, to maintain a translation 
office in Shanghai, with a staff of 
foreign and native scholars skilled 
ion work to make trans- 
lations, and edit a trade journal in 
Chinese, solely to teach the popu- 


























lation of this vast Empire the 
value and usefulness of many 
modern manufacturers, and the 


power and convenience of modern 
machinery. But only foreigners 
thoroughly versed in the written 
Tanguage of China are competent 
to do such work, and even by them 
the translations must be made 
carefully and without undue haste; 
when made, however, such trans- 
lations appeal to the educated and 
wealthy classes and do far more to 
advance foreign trade than the 
cheap, ill-constructed translations 
made in offices supervised by for- 
eigners who cannot read a word of 
the translations made by their 
native assistants. A few British 
manufacturers know the value of 
good translations, and success in 
| business is their reward; but the

Sir,—I read with great interest 
your several leaders, articles, and 
correspondence on this most im- 
portant subject, and venture to give 
my bumble opinion, for what it ma; 
be worth, now that the point 
taking such a tangible shape. 

Tt i undoubtedly a fact that 
knowing the language of the people 
amongst whom we have to elbow 
ia of the greatest advantage, oom- 
mercially, diplomatically | and 
socially. The foreigner arriving 
to the East is left to the resources 
of making himself understood in 
terrible “pidgin” English, 
which though to some may seem to 
contain a poetic (1) abbreviation of 
speech, to most it sounds as the 
most atrocious murder of univer- 
sal languages 

Besides, few of the millions from 
Suez to Japan understand a single 
word of it, and therefore it can- 
not be claimed as universally under- 
stood. It is hence peremptory for 
the foreigner, more today than 
ever, to learn the native language 
in which his fate lands him, and 
in which he intends to make his 
career and his home. 

L have resided and travelled in 
Egypt, the Straits, Java, and the 
Philippines. I Bave notioed that 
in these Colonies the foreigner can 
speak more or less fluently the 
language of the people he is sur- 
rounded by. For very few of them 
I know could read the local writ- 
ting they contented themselves to 
bo able to express their wishes and 
understand even a complicated con- 
versation. 

My experience in China. has been 
the contrary. The foreigner in 
China on landing when told he had 
to study Chinese dived head long

in learting to read and write the 
difficult Chinese characters. The 
ye je time he bad to spare he de- 

cated to thié acquirement, parti- 
cu‘arly complicated as they are to 
a novice. He learns by heart the 
type-set phrases of the Zu Ehr-cbi, 
or some such work, and tries to 
work them off on his ricsha 
coolie, much to the amusement of 
the hearers and his discomfiture. 
Few students persist owing to their 
bashfulness, but instead imprint 
more energy in their study of char- 
acters, thus arriving to be great 
sinologues, but poor speakers. 
What this serves them, we may 
plainly ask. He may read correa- 
pondence, books, newspapers, and 
even diplomatic despa‘ches, but he 
cannot ask his way from a passer- 
by in town, We all know the 
difference between the colloquial 
and written Chinese. 

The movement now on foot is 
therefore, to my mind a most 
‘opportune one and should be en- 
thusiastically applauded by al! who 
are making their home in China, 
and take an interest in the young 
generation who has to succeed us. 
should be 
into two distinct parte. 
Those of the foreign Consulates, the 
Chinese Customs and Missionaries 
who have, necessarily, to come in 
onntact with the Chinese authori- 
ties, ete., should learn, certainly, 
the written characters, but those 
who only will require their know- 
ledge for commercial and social 
undertakings, should dedicate them- 
se'ves to learn only the particular 
dialect of the province which they 
are residing of this vast Empire, 
where it is known such enormout 
differences arise in their way to 
Pronounce those same characters. 

Of course nothing is to impede 
the foreigner who gets a gusto of 
the language to dip into the charec- 
ters, but for a busy beginner if 
he dedicates couple of hours « 
day to learning to speak it is the 
utmost which cam be required of 
him. To learn characters as well 
would entail at least 3 or 4 Hours 
a day, malgré the facility to 
acquire them, which the Hon. Mr. 
Ivan Chen suggests is the case, in 
his learned correspondence to you 
of some time back. 

I therefore am of the opinion tliat 
the endeavours of those who at pre- 
sent are the movers in this great 
subject, should take the initiative 
and direct the would-be student to 
thie facile study of the spoken Chi- 
nese for commercial and social con- 
veniences.

The real fact is this 
that those who attached their signi- 
tures to the telegram to Peking 
praying the Emperor to ascend the 
Throne at once have, except two 
members of the Red Oross Associa- 
tion, residence in the Chinese city 
where their property and life are 
at the mercy of the tyrant. While 
on the other hand, none of the pro- 
minent merchants or gentry within 
the foreign settlement has ever been 
forced to join such movement. It is 
true in Shanghai as well as in the 
whole country that we have never 
desired a monarchical form of gov- 
ernment, but the usurper whips a 
few to obey his divine will in order 
to blind the foreign Powers who 
have advised him more than once 
to postpone the treasonable action. 

Judging by the circulation of the 
native papers, further evidence can 
be obtained as to the real public 
opinion in Shanghai. The “Chung- 
hua-sin-pao” % Republican paper, 
though prohibited, has increased 
its local circulation from 2,000 to 
6,000 daily within a month. These 
facts indicate to what extent 
Shanghai is interested in Monarchy.

We have quite a gale blowing 
ani very cold, so I am writing 
this on my knee in front of the 
fire. I went ashore the other day 
and went all over the Australian 
trenches, going into the very front 
trench which had been taken from 
the Turks. It smelt very bad from 
dead bodies, which they pull in 
wrth grappling irons at night tobe 
buri - get plenty of tobacco 
and apert and am quite com- 
fortable. The food is not at all 
bad considering, only it is very 
hard to get potatoes. Ihave a 
very nice crowd of messmates and 
the Fleet Surgeon, my bos 
vary nice indeed. t wah I” had 
gone into the Army. I think it 
would be far nicer in France, but of 
course I might have been sent to 
Gallipoli or Bervia. . .. We hope, 
out here, that if the Austro-Ger- 
mans and Bulgarians are prevented 
from joining up, the latter will 
throw their hands in. The Turks 
have behaved very well, never once 
having fired on our hospital ships 
and have treated our wounded pri- 
soners quite well.

THE FAR EAST IN 
PARLIAMENT. 
From Qur Own Correspondent. 
London, Dec. 16. 
China is continuing to occupy a 


great deal of public attention, and 
many questions have been asked 





this week in the House 
on Chinese matters. There have 
been two distinct sets of groups, 


one dealing with affairs in China 
generally, and the other with enemy 
trading in the Far East. On the 
first point, the following questions 
were asked and answered :— 

On December 15, Sir J. D. Rees 
asked the Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs whether the Mo- 
narchy has been restored in China 
and whether Yuan Shih-kai is to 
occupy the throne. 

Lord Robert Cecil: It is under- 
stood that a Presidential Mandate 
issued on the 12th instant, notified 
the formal acceptance by Yuan Shih- 
kai of the throne offered to him. 
His Excellency, however, continues 
to act as President. 

On December 17 Sir E. Cornwall 
asked whether Sir Edward Grey had 
received any information with re- 
spect to the recent revolutionary 
movement at Shanghai, if he could 
state how long it lasted and whe- 
ther order was completely restored.

The past week has been remark- 
able for the disproportion between 
the reduction in the price of the raw 
material and the fall in local rubber 
shares. When last commenting on 
the rubber situation, one week ago, 
the price in London for the raw 
material was 4a. 3}d. for ossh, 
whilst the latest telegraphic advices 




















This, it will be noticed, is exactly a 
drop of ten per cent., and it would 
be reasonable to suppose that, if 
the share market were affected at 
all, it would show a similar fall in 
Prices of about ten per cent. Most 
shares have, however, - dropped 








| much more than ten per cent., and 
| it is noticeable that about a dozen 


lof the favourite stocks have de-| 
| clined as much as fifteen, twenty 


jand even twenty-five per cent. 


| This phenomenon may of course 


| be quite reasonably explained by 
| suggesting that holders of shares 
believe in a -further drop in the 
price of the raw material and there- 
fore sell out at reduced rates; but, 
\if so, these people seem to ignore 
the possibility of a check in the 
downward price of rubber, and, 
most essential of all, the fact that 
many local companies have sold 
a good proportion of their produc- 
tion forward at these high rates. 
Tnstances might be given where a 
company has sold twenty-five per 
cent. of its production at 3s. 10d. 
and by such sale has covered all 
its expens for the year. The 
balance of its ontput, therefore 
seventy-five per cent., will be clear 
profit. If the price of the raw ma- 
terial goes down to 9s. the com- 
| pany will still make a profit of 360 
| per cent. on its capital. 














| The crux of the matter is, how- 
ever, that, quite apart from the 
fact that these high prices for the 
raw material bring in enormous 
profits for the time being, there 
should be no uneasiness among 
shareholders in local companies: 
even if the price of rubber goes 
down, gradually, to 28. 6d. or even 
to 2s. For when that time comes 
the production of nearly all the 
companies will have assumed such 
proportions that with a net profit of 
about one shilling per Ib. they will 
still earn very large dividends. 






One reason, which has acted as 
an auxiliary towards weakening 
the local share market, is the ap- 
proach of the Chinese new year. 
Somehow the Chinese have not! 
divested themselves of the suspi- 
cion attaching to rubber since the 
fatal year 1910. They fail to com- 
prehend that circumstances then 
‘and now are entirely different, and 
are suspicious that “the bottom 
may fall out of rubber” the same 
as in 1910. It requires, of course, 
ry little knowledge of the indus- 
try generally, and of the local rub- 
ber share market particularly, to! 
know that no such thing can happen 
for a good many years to come, and 
that few industries may at present 
look forward to the futare with 
more confidence than the plantae- 
tion rubber industry. To say that 
fluctuations in the price of rubber’ 
are bound tovtake place is merely 
to state a fact for which all inves- 
tors and speculators should be pre- 
pared; prices in the commodity will 
vary with upward and downward 
tendencies the same as they do in 
all other commodities subject to 
buying and selling. 








‘The essential point to remember 
in connexion with the rubber indus-

is able to see ahead, there is every 
indication that, for some consider- 
able time to come, the demand for 
the raw material ‘will keep pace 
with the output from the planta- 
tions.

The 1914 crop was 
far in excess of the marketable 
quantity, due to the outbreak of 
war, and the result was nine cent 
cotton, So the growers found it 
more profitable to plant other crops, 
hence the decreased production for 
1915 was a voluntary curtailment.

Oa January 11 our torpedo-boats

They sank also 
two sailing ships laden with coal. 

In the valley of the river Arhave 
our fire dispersed a Turkish detach- 
men‘, which was fortifying its poai- 
tions. Encoun‘ers with consider- 
able Turkish forces are teking 
place in the Ardjish region ab the 
village of Havaunek. 

During the engagementa that 
have taken place we captured over 
300 Turks and four guns, with a 
great number of caissons and muni- 
tions.

ALLIES’ COMMAND OF 


CORFU. 


Balonika, Jan. 17. 

General Sarrail to-day has taken 
over the supreme command of the 
‘Anglo-French forces. 

This unity of command 
comed in ish and French mili. 
tary circles alike. General Sarrail 
is not only the senior General on 
the spot but he has a remarkable 
record, including the baffling of the 
Crown Prince, who had infinitely 
stronger forces, in the latter's at- 
tempt to break through at Verdun. 
The relations between General Sar- 
rail, and General Sir Bryan Mahon 
are most cordial. 

French war-correspondents estim- 
ate the enemy forces in Macedonia 
280,000. They say that the Brit- 
ish recently received more reinforce- 
ments and that the French are re- 
ceiving quickfirers and machine- 
guns mounted on armoured cars.

Both directly 
and indirectly the Treasury is sub- 
jecting itself to loss By its short- 
siehted insistence upon the inequi- 
table assessment of Indian sbare- 
holders. 
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From comments heard on the 
above message on Tuesday it would 
seem that some confusion exists in 
the minds of some of our readers as 
to the relation between the double 
income tax and the excess profits 
tax. There is no connexion what- 
ever. What the Bombay Tram- 
ways Company objects to is being 
taxed first in India and then in 
London. ‘The message does not 
mean that the company is objecting 
to the excess profits tax. 

In this connexion it is interesting 
tg note that three Shanghai rubber 
companies, the names of which we 
are not for the moment entitled to 
publish have decided to adopt. the 
gestion made in Tuesday's 
"North-China Daily News” issue 
to subject themselves to a self-im- 
posed tax of one Mexican cent per 
pound of their monthly output as 
a contribution towards the expenses 
of the war.

YUNNAN AND THE UNREST 
IN CHINA. 


DETAILS OF THE FIGHTING 
NEAR CANTON. 


Peking, Jan. 14. 

Reports received from Canton 
state that Governor Lung  Chi- 
Kuang now estimates the rebels to 
number 10,000. He claims that 
1,500 were killed or captured toge 
ther with many rifles and much 
material during the recent fighting. 

There is some doubt as to whe- 
ther 10,000 represents the total of 
one body of rebels or of several 
bodies. 

Hongkong, Jan. 14. 

Reuter’s representative inter- 
viewed an arrival from Canton to- 
day. He states that  revolutionar- 
ics bombed the Electric Light 
Works with the object of putting 
out the lights of the city and then 
preeceding with a simultaneous in- 
poin's. The 
plan miscarried, only one ricsba 
coolie being killed and two native 
pedestrians wounded. 

The Chinese newspaper report 
that the Commander of the district 
garrison was killed is not true. 

Reuter's informant had the im- 
pression that the authorities have 
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absolute control of the situation and 
thas safety is assured. Nevertheless 
merchants hesitate to enter into the 
usual complimentary contracts on 
the advance of Chinese New Year. 

General Lung Chi-kuang, with 
his troops, is proceeding towards 
Yunnan shortly. 

According to Chinese newspapers, 
in response to an urgent request 
made by Ficld-Marshal Lung Chi- 
Kuang of Canton, the training Ship 
Tungehi was ordered by Admiral 
T. 8. Lee to proceed there to 
sist in the defence of that province, 
and the ship left here on Thursday. 
But as more ships are urgently 
needed in Kuangtung to cruise 
about and protect the extensive 
line of coast in that province, the 
cruiser Chaoho, which has completed 
her repairs, has also received 
orders to proceed to Canton. 











THE YINTIN CUSTOMS. 


As already reported, the 
Customs Station at in 
about five miles from Shatokok, was 
attacked by armed band of over 
100 men at about midday on Jan- 
uary 6 and completely looted. The 
raiders commenced by firing on the 
station from the village and they 
shot one Chinese who was not, how- 
ever, mortally wounded. The band, 
says the “Hongkong Daily News,” 
then attacked the station, and held 
up the two Europeans, Mr. K. 
S'angaard, a Dane, and Mr. Doll, 
a Briton, threatening to shoot. them 
if they resisted. The station was 
ransacked, ‘and arms, ammunition, 
and money, ete., seized. The band 
was led by an English-speaking 
Chinese, who informed the Europe- 
ans that he was a leader of the Re- 
volutionary Party, and that he 
would be responsible for what had 
occurred. He gave them his name, 
and said he was the Manager of the 
“Hongkong and Kowloon Dairy.” 
He told the officers to clear out and 
go to Hongkong, and, recognizing 
it would be futile to defy the band, 
“hey left, and returned to the 
Colony in the evening uninjured.

‘The Central Police Station was 
warned of the affair, and as fears 
were entertained for the safety of 
Shatokok there was immediately 
despatched a party of about forty 
policemen (European and Indian), 
under the Cap'ain-Superintendent. 

Messer), and 
Mr. T. H. King (Assis‘ant-Superin- 
tendent.) Inspector Gordon also 
accompanied the party. The raiders 
made no a'tempt to cross the 
frontier, and therefore no trouble 
was experienced at Shatokok. A 
considerable body of police, bow- 
ever, remain at the Police Station 
in that village, ready for any em- 
ergeney. 

Mr. Stangaard, who has been at 
the station about five mon‘hs, told 
8 reporter the first thing ‘hat hap- 
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pened was that a Ohinese servant 
took up to him eopies of what was 
desoribed as a Proclamation: He 
and his colleague (Mr. Doll, wha 
had been at the station but & few 
days) were scanning these docu- 
iments when they received the first 
warning of the presence of the large 
band of raiders near the station. 
There were twenty-eight Chinese 
braves beside the two Europeans in 
the station, and all speedily put 
themselves in a position of defence. 
The raiders were fired on, but the 
station was ultimately rusbed. 

“T was covered by 2 whole crowd 
of the men, who pointed rifles at 
my back and my head,” said Mr.

UNREST IN SHANGHAI 

The Generalissimo’s Office has re- 
ceived a report from its detectives 
in Shanghai of the formation of a 
new society by the revolutionary 
party abroad. It is called the United 
Society for the maintenance of the 
Form of State. Its chief object is 
to upset the monarchical movement. 
Branches of this Society are being 
established in the interior of China, 
and booklets containing seditious 
literature are being distributed 
amongst the populace. The Gen- 
eralissimo’s Office has telegraphed 
instructions (to the Jocal Chinese 
authorities to prohibit the circula- 
tion of such pamphlets and sup- 
press any such society.

ATTITUDE OF KUEICHOW. 
Peking, Jan. 15. 

The Civil Governor of Kueichow 
reports a skirmish with the Yunnan 
troops in the west of Kueichow on 
the llth instant and that the rebels 
retired to Yunnan territory when 
they saw that the Kueichow troops 
did not join them but would fight 
against them if they tried to enter 
into Kueichow Province. Governor 
Lung and General Liu again re- 
quested the Government to order 
the troops under General Tsso Kun 
not to enter into Kueichow territory 
otherwise peace could not be main- 
‘ained and added that Tsai Ao and 
Tang Chi-yao had already promis- 
ed to do the same. Tsao Kun has 
been ordered to do what he thinks 
fit according to the local ciroum- 
stances after his arrival on the Sze- 
chuan-Kueichow frontiers as the 
Cen*ral Government is unable to 
control the situation from Pekiag. 
This means to put off the Yunnan 
revolters and the northern troops 
will enter into Kueichow to attack 
Yuonan after the arrival of Tsao 
Kun’s main force. 

For the present, the Cen- 
tral Government has not given 
8 definite reply to the Kuei- 
chow authorities about this 
proposal and the real attitude of 
Kueichow approaches “neutrality” 
towards the Central Government, 
because the same trick was played 
against Huang Hsing by the Mili- 
tary and Civil Governors of Ché- 
kiang during the socalled second 
revolution in the south in 1913 with 
the connivance of Peking. By ad- 
opting this trick, Kueichow will be 
saved from an attack from Yunnan 
previous to the arrival of the north- 
ern forces which will enter Kuei- 
chow via Szechuan after the main 
body of Tsao Kun’s troops has 
reached the Szechuan-Kueichow 
frontiers next month. According to 
official telegrams recéived from the 
various Provinces by the Central 
Government, Yunnan is now isolat- 
eds there is no support from 
neighbouring Provinoes.

ATTITUDE OF JAPAN. 

On Thursday, the 13th instant, says 
the “Japan Chronicle,” an extra- 
ordinary Cabinet Council was held 
at the official residence of Count 
Okuma regarding the situation in 
China, s communication from the 
French Government, and certain 
domestic questions. 

‘Though particulars of the con- 
ference are not available, the 
“Asahi” makes a statement regard- 
ing the Mi view of the ques- 
vion discussed at the conclave, The 
Osaka paper states that in view of 
the disquieting situation in South 
China, the Peking Government has 
perceived the increased necessity of 
proclaiming a monarchy at the ear- 
liest possible date, and is doing 
everything in its power to obtain 
the Powers’ recognition of the 
change contemplated. The expect- 
ed mission of the Chinese Envoy is 
to offer coronation congratulations 
to the Emperor, but if the Envoy 
attempts to gain Japan’s adhesion 
to the Imperial restoration scheme 
by offering inducements, the Japan- 
ese Government will on no account 
accede to such persuasion: 

Until the present disturbances 
have been completely suppressed and 
until there is no likelihood of any 
further civil disturbances breaking 
out, the Japanese Government, in 
accordance with the policy already 
decided upon, will not in any cir- 
cumstances give recognition to 
China’s reversion to monarchism. 
‘On the other hand, it would appear 
thet the Peking Government is ask- 
ing Britain, France, Russia, and 

















Italy to recognize the monarchy, 
stating that the United States, Ger- 
many, and Austria are willing to 
give recognition on the p 
tion of the change. The Allied 
Powers, however, are not likely to 
acquiesce in the Chinese request 
independently of Japan. Should 
the Yuan Government proclaim a 
monarchy in spite of non-recogni- 
tion by Japan, the consequence 
would be that though the diploma 
tic relations of the two countrjes 
would not be broken off, the Japan- 
ese Government would not accord 
the “Emperor” Yuan the treatment 
due to the ruler of China, and would 
regard the Yuan Government simply 
as one of her administrative organs. 
Such is the view of the Japanese 
authorities on the situation in 
China, as given by the “Anahi.” 
Peking, Jan. 90. 

The Waichiaopu has appointed 
Pi Kuei-fan special delegate to wel- 
come Grand-duke George Michail- 
ovitch at Harbin on his return from 
Japan.—Reuter. 

Peking, Jan. 20. 

Japanese circles attribute the re- 
quest for the postponement of 
Chow Tze-chi’s mission to the fear 
of an untoward incident owing to 
the hostility of the Japanese public 
to Yuan Shih-kai’s accoptance of 
the Throne.

COMMISSIONS. 

An Army Order was issued on 
Saturday December 18, says ‘The 
Times,” laying down that first ap- 
pointments of officers to temporary 
commissions at home in the rank 
‘of second lieutenant will hereafter 
be made on probation, except in 
the cases of those who have pre- 
viously served as officers of the Re- 
gular Army, or who have qualified 
in every respect for commissions in 
the Regular Army. 

‘The periods of probation will be 
for the Cavalry and Artillery twelve 
monthsor until sent to join an Ex- 
peditionary Force; for the Royal 
Engineers, the same, except that 
in no case will the period be less 
than three months; for the Infantry 
six months,or until reported to be 
fit for service abroad; and for the 
Army Service Corps, three months. 

The application of the Order will 
be the same as that now in force 
for officers appointed to commis- 
sions on probation in the Special 
Reserve of Officers. 














CASE OF ALLEGED 
SMUGGLING OF OPIUM. 
‘A Chinese described as a hawker 

was charged at the Mixed Court, at 
the instance of the Chinese Mari- 
time Customs with smuggling thir- 
teen packages of Russian opium 
into the Settlement at Hongkew 
Bridge on January 12. The value 
of the opium was said to be $3,120. 
‘The case for the prosecution, a8 
told by Det. Sub.-Inspector Reeves 
was to the effect that the accused 
when arrested said that he had been 








given the drug to bring ashore by 
an engineer of the Russian Volun- 
teer Fleet str. Penza. When he 
arrived by sampan at the jetty near 
the Hongkew Bridge he was set up- 
on by several robbers, who snatch- 
ed some of his packages from him 
and made off. His shouts attracted 
the at‘ention of a Chinese constable 
on the bridge who took him to the 
station, where it was found the 
packages contained the opium.

‘The Electric Light Co., of Chefoo

Soon after its 
commencement with a capital stock 
of $100,000, it received its charter 
from the Board of Works at 
Peking. The Company is in Chin- 
ese hands, the electricians being 
Japanese, and at present seems to 
be ably managed with an up-to- 
date plant to which important ad- 
ditions are contemplated. The In- 
ternational Committee at once wel- 
comed the enterprise and the 
streets have been well lighted up 
for over a year without any failure 
of current during that time. Some- 
what more slowly the leading firms 
followed suit and Foreign residents 
and several Chinese houses showed 
no reluctance. 

The largest contract obtained 
was with the C.LM. Schools Com- 
pound where about 500 lights bave 
been installed, for this undertaking 
improved wiring and appliances on 
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a larger scale bad to be obtained 
but a month’s trial bas, so far, 
given every satisfaction.

| A LANDSLIDE NEAR 


ISAHAYA. 


A landslide occurred near the 
railway track in the vicinity of Isa- 
haya, Nagasaki-ken, on Tuesday 
afternoon, says the “Nagasaki 
Presa’ of the Lith instant. With 
the assistance of villagers the rail- 
way authorities quickly cleared 
away the fallen earth and ascer- 
tained that the railway was not im- 
perilled. 


Villagers declare that previous to 
the landslide they saw smoke issue 
from the earth, but railway experts 
say they must have been mistaken 
as there is no evidence of voleanic 
activity. The experts attribute the 
fall to rocks being loosened by pass: 
ing trains. 

‘The officials of the local observa- 
tory state that no disturbance has 
been recorded on the seismograph 
and there is no reason to believe 
that any seismic or volcanic distur- 
bance has taken place. The place 
where the landslide occurred is near 
Ibinoo-dake, a hill which was de- 
clared to be the place of origin of 
the numerous seisinic shocks ex- 
perienced in that part of the pre- 
feoture last year.

CEMETERY ROAD. 

On Wednesday at the Mixed Court 
Mr. Grant Jones, British Assessor, 
and Magistrate Yu had before them 
the case ing out of the armed 
robbery, which took place at 58 
Cemetery Road, occupied by an ex- 
change shop.

P. C. Sullivan said that he wa 
on duty in Rue Edouard VII near 
the Cemetery Road when he heard 
a police whistle being blown. A 
little while later he saw four men 
running into the French Concession. 
He gave chase and the accused 
turned on him and fired a revolver. 
Witness heard someone groan near 
him but kept up the pursuit of the 
accused, who turned down an alley- 
way. Witness followed and even- 
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tually caught him. Previous to 
that, however, he saw the accused 
throw something away and when 
he was arrested the revolver was 
not found on him. 

In answer to the Court witness 
said that there was a crowd of 
people following up the chase.

THE RELIGIONS OF 
CHINA. 


LECTURE BY DR. WU 


TING-FANG. 


Last Friday the newly formed 
Study Circle held a most interest 
ing meeting at 128F Szechuen Road 
when Dr. Wu Ting-fang delivered 
an absorbing paper on “The reli- 
gions of China.” After reviewing 
in general terms the fundamental 
principles of Confucianism, Bud- 
dhism and Taoism, the speaker re- 
marked that the Chinese was prac- 
tical and broad-minded enough not 
tobe opposed toa religion, but was 
most friendly to any religion which 
he thought would be of benefit. to 
himself and his peoples. It might 
be taken for granted that Con- 
fucianism, Buddhism and Taoism, 
however, formed the basis of his 
religious thought. When a man 
died the funeral service was con- 
duc‘ed in ‘he most e>smopolitan 
manner. The Taoist priest and the 
Buddhist monk or nun were usually 
called in to recite the prayers for 
the dead and the general idea seem- 
ed to be that there were several 
ways of ascending to heaven and 
if the deceased should not succeed 
on one ladder he could (ake either 
of the other two. In addition to 
the three religions he had mention- 
ed there were millions of Moh: 
medans and their religion had a firm 
hold in China. Then again there was 
Christianity which was not only 
d but preached everywhere 
jan minis:ers were found 
in every province of Cains. Toler- 
anco of every erced was her policy 
and they welcomed every  mission- 
ary, of all religions, who preached 
enduring truths.

THE PARK ROAD 
‘ ROBBERY. 


The quick eye of a foreign con- 
stable, who stopped a ricksha which 
was about to enter the French Con- 
cession because he noticed some- 
thing suspicious about its occupant, 
resulted in the landing in gaol of 
‘one more alleged armed robber, 
who with more than a score others 
was before the Mixed Court on 
Tuesday. 

A gang of six men, one of whom 
had a revolver,-invaded a pawn- 
shop at 91 Park Road at 7.20 o'clock 
Monday evening and in accordance 
with the usual procedure took tem- 
porary possession of the place. 
When they departed they took with 
them $60 in cash and 14 silver and 
brass watches of a total value of 
about 8100. The inmi of the 
shop, as seems to be usual in such 
‘canes, made no outery at the time, 
‘although — there re armed 
‘police in the vicinity, and the 
‘gang had a clear road for their 
rget-away. 

Some time later in the evening A 
foreign constable on duty at the 
point where the Yunnan Road 
bridge formerly stood—a consider- 
able distance from the scene of the 
robbery—hoticed something suspic- 
ious about the behaviour of a pas- 
Senger in a ricksha who was about 
to enter the French Concession. 
The ricksha was stopped and the 
subsequent search resulted in the 
Mliscovery of five of the silver wat- 
vhes which were stolen but a short 
‘time before from the Park Road 
wawnshop. 

















On Wednesday the accused, 
Waung Siau San-sz was charged 
with being concerned with three 
others not in custody in an armed 
robbery at 91 Park Road, where 
money and silver and brass watches 
to the value of 8100 were stolen 
from Siau Sz-faung. 

In this case Det. Quayle asked for 
a remand for a week as there were 
other charges to be brought against 
the accused. 

The story of the man’s capture 
was told by P. C. Treacher. He in- 
formed the Court that he saw the 
accused in ricsha in Sungkiang Road 
and noticed that he was transfer- 
ring a chain from one pocket to 
another. He stopped the ricsha 
and searched the accused, finding on 
him five watches. He was con- 
sequently taken into custody. 

Det. Quayle informed the Court 
that that the watches had been iden- 
tified as part of the stolen property 


and the remand asked for was 
granted. 


THE ROBBERY AT 
WHITEAWAY-LAIDLAWS. 


‘The Whiteaway-Laidlaw robbery 
was as much of a mystery 
last Friday as it was on 
the previous day, although Chief 
Detective Inspeetor Armstrong 
and Sub-Inspec‘or Burnside and 
other members of the headquar- 
ters staff were hard at work en- 
deavouring to solve it. The police 
have a thickly tangled skein to un- 
ravel before they discover by what 
magic ‘over 84,000 was spirited 
through the locked doors of the 
Wayloo store, but it is thought pro- 
bable that some developments will 
come to light within a few days. 

When scen last Friday, Mr. A. L. 














there 
seemed not to have any doubts as 
to the ultimate outcome of the 
affair. At police headquarters none 
of the officials were willing to furn- 
ish apy information. 

This is not the first time that such 
a robbery has happened here in 
Shanghai, and there have been 
several cases of the large establish- 
ments on Nanking Road being rob- 
bed without forcing either doors 
or locks. In May 1911 Messrs. 
Weeks & Co.'s store was robbed of 
& con ble amount of cash, 
quite as large a robbery as the pre- 
sent one at Whiteaway’s, and in 
most exactly the same  circumst- 
ances even to the bit of metal left 
‘apparently with the 
1 the impression 
that the lock had been picked, 
whereas actually a false key must 
have been used. In __ the 
Weeks’ robbery also the doors 
were found to be properly 
locked and fastened as usual, wi 
no clue left as to how the thieves 
had entered or removed their booty. 
Although the Weeks’ robbery of 
1911 still remains as much of « my- 
stery as the present Whiteaway 
case is to-day, it is thought more 
than probable that the police have 
profited by past experience and 
that something interesting weil Se 
reported shortly.

ARMED ROBBERY IN 
FOKIEN ROAD. 


Arising out of the armed robbery 
committed on the 12th instant 
at No. 713 Fokien Road, when 
an opium sbop was robbed of opium 
and money to the extent of about 
$1,100 and @ shop assistant, who 
followed the men, was shot through 
the hand, Lee ih appeared at 
the Mixed Court, on Tuesday before 
Mr. Krisel, American Assessor, and 
Magistrate Wong on charges con- 
nected with the affair. He had also 
to answer an indictment preferred 
against him of being concerned in 
an armed robbery at 165 Kiangse 
Road, an exchange shop, when 
money amounting to 8780. was 
stolen. Another Chinese named 
Tsung Bai-zung was charged with 
being associated with the robbers 
concerned in these affairs. 

Evidence was given by Det. 
Quayle to the effect that when the ac- 
cused was arrested he stated that, 
he came to Shanghai for the pur- 
pose of attacking the Arsenal. As 
he had no means of earning a liveli- 
hood he took part in the robbery. 
‘The accused took the police to the 
French Concession where he said 
that other members of the gang 
resided, but they failed to find them 
there. However, in the alleyway 
adjacent they arrested the second 
accused, who the first said was em- 
ployed by the gang as their watch- 
man. 

A Chinese constable No. 175 said 
le heard cries of “Robber” and 
gave chase to the men, arresting the 
accused, who was in possession of 
a revolver which he attempted 
to draw. A part of the stolen 
opium was found in his pocket and 
also about seventy dollars in 
money. 

Woo Yung-ng deposed to giving 
chase to the men from the shop in 
Fokien Road, when he was shot

I 
understand that he has paid the 
above sum of $56.52 in full. He has 
made no cvatribution to the part- 
nership assets, but as he has lost 
his employment such contribution 
has not been expected of him. 
"The partnorshia creditors are 
being paid a firet nd final dividend 
of 8 per cent. There appears to be 
no reason why the applicant’s dis- 
charge “shoud be refused or sus- 
pended.

Mr. Robinson pointed out that 
the only possible grounds laid down 
the Bankruptcy Act on which the 
application could be opposed would 
be upon the grounds that the as 
sets were less than 10/- in the 
pound.

Mr. Alan Robinson, acting Off- 
cial Receiver, read his report which 
stated, inter alia:— 

Pursuant to Sec 26 of the 
Bankruptey Act 1914, I have the 
honour to submit my report as to 
the conduct and affairs of Frank 
Harry Hyde, who is applying for 
his discharge from bankruptey. 

‘The applicant became a partner 
in the above firm on or about 
March 10, 1914. He contributed 
sum of Ts. 3,000 to the capital of 
the firm, purchasing three shares. 
He became manager of the 
business, and was entitled to a 
monthly salary of $250 which, how- 
‘ever, was not paid regularly. 

‘The firm was continually losing 
money, both before and after the 
‘epplicant became partner. It 
was doing a large business, and 
was enabled to carry on, partly 
by capital receipts, through the 
sale of shares in the firm, but 
principally on credit given by 
private individuals. The firm was 
in financial difficulties from June 
1914 onwards, 

For some six months after the 
commencement of the business by 
the firm in November 1913 20 
books of account were kept. After 
May 1914 books were kept, but with 
so little ekill and care that they 
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extensive credit granted both to 
and by the firm, it was the duty of 
the managers, including the ap- 
that proper books 
were kept, and this duty was not 
performed. 

The applicant resigned his posi- 
tion as manager on October 21, 
1914, as he was dissatisfied with 
the management of the business, 
and his salary was in arrear, 

The separate assets of the ap- 
plicant realized $5,052.17 but the 
costs and expenses of administer- 
x these assets and of litigation in 
reference to the estate, amounted 
to $2,799.17, and a mortage debt 
amounted to $3,029.35, leaving a 
sum of $699.35 to be paid out of 
the assets of the firm, The unse- 
cured separate liabilities of the 
applicant amounted to $1,081,95. 
The net assets of the firm amounted 
to $2,196.54, and the liabilities to 
$26,200.00. A first and fina! divi- 
dend of 8 per cent has been paid. 

Mr. Robinson also stated that 
the applicant was prepared to make 
payment of $50 a month to 
wards the liquidation of his 
liabilities.

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In answer to Mr. Macleod wit- 
ness said he could not gather from 
the booke what happened to the 
feathers bought by Soyka, though 
it. was stated they were sold for 
export. 

Can you tell us from the books 
where Zee Nan-kee got the feathers 
which were purchased by Soyka !— 
No. I Have not made a search with 
that point in view. 

In reply to further questions wit- 
ness said that in all probability he 
bad seen the complete set of boox. 
There were no indications in th 
books of Zee Nan-kee being inter- 
ested in joint account with Soyka in 
‘the moneys received from Lau So- 
sung. 

Zee Nan-kee said that the last 
sale of duck feathers which he made 
to L. Soyka was on May 23, 1914. 
Those feathers were exported to 
foreign countries. The terme of 
the sale were f.o-b. Shanghai, the 
feathers being cleaned in Messrs. 
Liddell’s or other godowns at his 
own expense. Ho wae also respon- 
sible for storage. As a rule the 
goods were shipped immediately 
after sale; they wero passed 
through Customs by @ shroff em- 
ployed by Soyka. With regard to 
moneys paid to the company, these 
were for rabbit skins sold to 
dealers in the interior. The rabbit 
skins came from foreign count 
and he bought nothing else from 
Boyka save sewing machines. The 
duck feathers sold to Lau So-sung 
were bought from Chinese at 
Nanking, Wuhu, Anhui, and Skang- 














similarly bought from dealers in 
the interior. Witness sent his nwa 
agents into the interior to 2ollest 
the feathers and had been doing £0 
for six years. Sometimes he sold to 
Jardine, Matheson & Co., Ld., end 
Soyka, with the latter of whom the 
greater part of his business was 
done at first. Ho began dealing 
with British firms about a year ago. 


In answer to Mr. McKean wit 
ness said he used the name of 
Boyka, which was the name of 4» 
Austrian firm. Ho had his office in 
Soyka’s office : he received no salary 
from them nor did be pay them 
rent. This was done out of friend- 
ship, and becauso he had on occa- 
sion’ rendered help in the export 
business.
